CLEARING-HOUSES-AND CURRENCY 


REFORM. 


It bus been generally understood 


that tin* Senate llnanre committee, of 
which Senator Aldrlch IN chairman, 
wllltaku the Initiative this winter in 
drafting a plan of currency reform, 
and tlio belief has been expressed hi 
Washington that when this commit 
tew makes Us report both houses will 
accept its recommendations, 
with 


very few If any changes. 


H Is even moro thoroughly under- 


stood that no radical plan of reform 
will have any opportunity for getting 


hearing. No authoritative state- 


ment has come from any member of 
the committee, but the reports have 
been that a strictly regulated and 
Highly taxed emergency circulation 
will lw recommended. 
Lately more 


xpeclllu reports have been heard to 
tho cITcct that the Issue of such em- 
ergency currency will not bo reco m- 
mended for tho Individual banks, but, 
only for the clearing-houses In the 
central reserve and reserve cities. 


If the formal Incorporation of em- 


ergency clearing-house currency, or 
some modification of It, into our mon- 
itary system takes place it will bo a 
bit of progress of the very typo with 
which fingllshmon and Americans are 
most familiar—namely, experimenta- 
tion In an extra-legal way, followed 
ay formal legal enactments to give 
regular standing to a device that has 
already been proved good by the test 
of use. 


Clearing-house certlllcates for use 


between banks In the settlement, of 
tholr balances were first employed In 
Now York In IHtlo, and they have 
since been resorted to on eight separ- 
ate occasions. 
In 181U and again hist, 


year such certlllcates, supplemented 
by many varieties of cashiers' checks 
and due bills, were Issued for general 
circulation. Not a cent of loss result- 
ed from the makeshift currency In 
18!i;i, and more Is expected this year; 
Indeed, the greater part of 
such 


Issues have already, been retired. 


If tho ALUiticti plan Is being cor- 


rectly forecast It will provide fo 
forty-three centers for tho Issue of 
emergency currency, each serving Its 
own district, and altogether serv- 
ing tho whole country. The plan Is 
to have tho clearing-houses accept 
from the banks on deposit muniplcal, 
state and railroad bonds, but no other 
securities, and to Issue against them 
clearing-house certlllcates, which In 
turn can be deposited with the Unit- 
ed States treasury as tho basis for 
special note Issues, which will pass
